I) An embodiment with a hinged conduit 
n) An embodiment with a flexible conduit; 
ni) An embodiment with a fixed arm connected to the conduit; 

IV) An embodiment with a movable arm connected to the conduit; 

V) An embodiment with a fixed arm coimected to the decanter; 

VI) An embodiment with a moveable arm connected to the decanter; 
Vn) An embodiment with a plurality of arms. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect ia single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currentiy, claims 1 and 16 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequentiy added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that aU claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
